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INTRODUCTION 


Colonel Colin Mackenzie was born at Stornoway in the isle 
of Lewis in 1754 . In 1783 as Ensign of Engineers on the Madras 
Establishment of the East India Company he arrived in India where 
he spent the rest of his life except for a short interregnum of one 
and two years in Ceylon and Java respectively. He had an 
active and successful military career distinguishing himself 

as 
an engineer and surveyor : he was awarded gold medal in 1813 
for his military services in Java ; when the office of Surveyor 
General for the whole of India was created for the first time he 
was appointed to that post in 1815 ; he received Order of the 
Bath in 1816 and was elected as a Fellow of the Royal Society in 
the same year ; and he was promoted as Colonel in 1819 . 

A stren 
nuous (life of travel and survey brought sickness to the old 
Mackenzie who therefore wanted to return to Stornoway. His 
desire however was never fulfilled and he passed away in 1821 at 
Chowranghee near Calcutta in India , which he must have loved for 
its culture and literature as deeply as he did the land of his birth . " 


Colin Mackenzie is remembered not so much for his attainments 
in his vocation though they were quite impressive as for the 
large and varied collection of antiquities, and manuscripts in 
particular, which he has bequeathed to posterity . Before he left 
for India he was given an opportunity to do research under Lord 
Napier who was preparing a biography of John Napier, the in 
ventor of English Logarithms. Lord Napier wanted Mackenzie 
to collect all available material relating to the mathematical 
literature of the Hindus and the nature and use of Logarithms in 
Ancient India in particular . The interest which Mackenzie conse 
quently evinced in Oriental languages soon became a fascination for 
Oriental lore , which took a firm hold on the mind of the young 
scholar and grew with the years into a passion . Neither difficult 
and hilly terrain nor inaccessible and distant places nor intempe 
rate and uncongenial climate could prevent him from making exten 
sive surveys and discovering antiquities and rare manuscripts . 
Neither unremitting work in the duties of his office nor sickness 
in old age made him indifferent or unenthusiastic even to the 
slightest degree in his avocation . 


During his stay in India he acquired from different parts of the 
country collections of manuscripts , ancient coins and sculptures, 
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maps and plans , and inscriptions and local records. Maps and 
plans were drawn by his assistants, manuscripts were copied by his 
clerks and their translation in another language or their translitera 
tion in a different script was prepared whenever necessary , by 
Brahman pandits and native scholars according to his orders, 
He acquired similar collections from Ceylon and Java , and added 
them to his own which he took with him to Calcutta where he 
procured more and worked on them until his death . This splendid 
and multitudinous collection rightly named after Colin Mackenzie 
is a living monument to his deep love for India , to his sustained 
interest in its literature and languages , and to his indefatigable 
efforts in unearthing the hidden treasures of knowledge possessed 
by its people. It is an inexhaustible source of research material to 
historians , antiquarians and Indologists , and scholars who have 
drawn from it for their tomes owe him a deep debt of gratitude . 
Of Mackenzie it can therefore be truly said :

The manuscripts included in his collection were divided into 
three parts one of which is preserved in the GOVERNMENT 
ORIENTAL MANUSCRIPTS LIBRARY , MADRAS and remains 
one its valuable and cherished possessions. 


Manuscripts acquired by Colin Mackenzie from the different 
regions of the Deccan are preserved in THE GOVERNMENT 
ORIENTAL MANUSCRIPTS LIBRARY, MADRAS . They 
deal with a variety of topics and give interesting accounts of the 
religious and cultural life and the customs and manners of the 
people of the Deccan in the nineteenth century. 


The manuscripts of the Mackenzie collection are bound in 
349 volumes. Each volume does not necessarily contain a single 
or whole work ; many works of different languages and in different 
scripts are found in a single volume . The language of their con 
tents is either Tamil, Telugu , Kannada , Malayalam , Marathi 
or Persian and the contents are written in the script of those 
languages , Modi having been adopted for Marathi works . 


Persian manuscripts in the collection are mostly copies of docu 
ments or historical records, and inscriptions. They are written 


in shikasta ( broken ) script and some of them , therefore, cannot 
be deciphered easily . Every manuscript does not contain 
a document or inscription of considerable length . Some 
manuscripts contain not more than a few lines of a chronogram 
ill gibly written . All the works in Persian are not collected 
together to form a single volume or series but spread among the 
three hundred odd volumes of the collection . 


The present Volume is the FIFTH in the series of A DESCRIP 
TIVE CATALOGUE OF ISLAMIC MANUSCRIPTS available 
in the GOVERNMENT ORIENTAL MANUSCRIPTS LIBRARY , 
MADRAS . It contains the descriptive notes, on parvanas ( lit. 
written orders .) or passages in Persian culled from the different 
volumes, three hundred and forty nine in number , of the Mackenzie 
Collection. Each parvana has been described briefly in English 
and the volume in which it is included , indicated . 


The parvanas described in this Volume belong mostly to the 
different parts of the present Andhra Pradesh, which remained 
under the jurisdiction of the Muslim rulers in the nineteenth century. 
It is interesting to know from them that many Muslim rulers 
both Nawabs and Qiladars had assigned lands and made endow 
ments to temples as well as mosques and sanctioned youmivyahs 
( daily allowances) in silver or gold to sadhus besides fakirs. 


Attention of the reader is drawn to a few of the more important 
parvanas described in this Volume . 


PARVANA No. 3 . 


This is a sanad given by Tippu Sultan who has assigned therein 
lands to Seshacharya , a brahmin of Nallapalli village, and his 
heirs , 


PARVANA No. 8 . 


This is a letter written in Arabic language. It gives an account 
of the life of a Hindu King who embraced Islam and passed away 
during his voyage to Mecca . It mentions the places in Kerala , 
where mosques have been built , 
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PARVANA No. 33 . 


This consists of nineteen verses composed in praise of the 
Raja of Venkatagiri Bangaru Yacham Nayar for having built a 
temple and a mandapam and granted a village Chintagunta for 
their maintenance . 


PARVANA No. 209 . 


This is farman issued to the officers of the parganas of Siva 
Kanchi and Vishnu - Kanchi relating to the grants to the temples 
of Ekambareswara and Varadaraja . A grant of 2,000 Hins 
( coins) and 1000 Khandis of paddy sanctioned to each of the temples 
has been withheld from them for some reason . The officers 
are directed to resume the grant to the temples.

The names 
of different places such as Charkalai, Kalanoor etc. and the mosque 
built in various places , have also been recorded. The name of Zai 
puddin and Malik Dinar who came from Arabia, is also given . A 
description about the Raja Chaeraman and his children is also given . 
It is stated that Chaeraman was an intelligent person ,who embraced Islam . 
After this he distributed the entire Kingdom among his children or family 
members and went to the holy city of Mecca for pilgrimage. 
In return journey he fell ill in the ship. When he came to know that 
the death is inevitable and approaching him very near he advised to the 
people who were along with him , to turn back the ship to the holy city 
of Mecca . He died in the ship and his body was taken to Mecca and 
burried . The name of Raja Cheruman is known as Abdur Rahman 
Samiri. 

It is a known fact that the Arabs came first to Malabar by sea way 
and settled there. The mosques built by them in various places, are 
still existing in Malabar. In this letter the names of various historical 
mosques situated in different places , have been recorded . It is presumed 
from a word noted in this informative letter, that a mosque was built 
in Malabar in the first century . In the colophon a date 1216 is noted .

These few words have been written as qaul 
nama and given to you . This will be helpful to you in future.
